Updated

‘  For  the  past  three  years,  the 
firearms  and  firearms  training 
in  the  Agawam  Police 
Department  have  been 
neglected.  Insufficient 
funding  has  resulted  in  a 
substantial  deficiency  in 
equipment  and  training. 

Until  the  recent  challenge 
between  Town  Manager  Peter 
Caputo  and  the  Agawam 
Police  Department,  the 
officers  have  not  had  any 
organized  training  or  firearms 
qualification  since  Ex-Chief 
Kenneth  Grady  retired  in 
1975.  When  the  police  station 
was  renovated  three  years 
ago.  the  firing  range  was 
converted  into  office  space, 
leav  ing  no  place  for  organized 
training.  Since  the  police 
department  did  not  have  a 
place  to  practice  and  train,  the 
monies  allocated  for 
ammunition  and  weapons 
maintenance  was  gradually 
reduced. 

A  recent  firearms  inspec¬ 
tion  revealed  that  several  of 
the  service  revolvers  are  only 
in  fair  condition,  and  some  of 
the  revolvers  are  in  imminent 
need  of  repair.  In  order  to 
initiate  the  necessary  training 
and  firearms  repair  that 
would  bring  the  department 
-  up  to  the  standards  set  by  the 
Massachusetts  Criminal 
Justice  Department,  more 


monies  are  needed. 

Newly-appointed  Police 
Chief  Stanley  Chmielewski  is 
aware  of  the  problems  that 
presently  exist  and  is  trying  to 
remedy  as  many  of  these 
problems  as  possible. 
Through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Agawam  Revolver  Club,  a 
firing  range  is  again  available, 
and  by  shifting  around  the 
present  firearms  budget. 
Chief  Chmielewski  has  been 
able  to  acquire  a  minimum 
amount  of  ammunition  for 
practice  and  training. 

Many  of  the  police  officers, 
on  their  own  initiative  and 
from  their  own  pockets,  have 
maintained  a  high  degree  of 
professionalism  with  their 
service  weapons  over  the  last 
three  years.  During  the  recent 
combat  revolver  qualifica¬ 
tion,  one  third  of  the  officers 
qualified  as  expert  or  master, 
and  only  a  small  percentage 
was  unable  to  qualify. 

According  to  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Police  Chiefs’ 
Association,  continuous 
firearms  training  is  necessary 
for  the  officers  to  insure  that 
they  achieve  and  maintain  the 
highest  degree  of  profession¬ 
alism  and  accuracy  possible. 
His  weapon  must  be  repaired 
when  necessary  and  checked 
at  regular  intervals.  This  is  not 
only  for  his  own  safety,  but 
also  for  the  safety  of  the 
public  he  serves.

During  the  course  of  a  week,  we  receive  many  interesting 
and  informative  letters  from  our  readers  Many  contain 
valuable  suggestions  as  to  what  can  be  done  to  improve  the 
quality  of  life  here  in  Agawam.

The  purpose  of  this 
letter  is  not  to  criticize  the  job 
that  is  being  done  by  our 
police  department,  although 
such  criticism  may  not  be 
entirely  unwaranted.  Rather, 
the  purpose  of  this  is  to  make 
citizens  aware  of  how  terribly 
understaffed  the  department 
is.  There  have  been  some 
shifts  when  only  three  officers 
have  been  on  duty.

Englehardt  said  he  has 
already  received  over  65 
applications  for  the  40-unit 
complex.

Under  Chapter  1 21  A,  the 
complex  could  be  individually 
classified  so  as  to  be  assessed 
$10  per  thousand  on  the 
valuation  of  the  land,  plus  up 
to  eight  per  cent  of  the  gross 
income.  Engelhardt  said  this 
formula  could  net  the  town 
about  $9,000  in  taxes  while 
still  maintaining  the  low  to 
moderate  rents.

American  Legion  Moto- 
cross  to  Plant  Shrubs  in 
Buffer  Zone

I  he  Southwick  American 
Legion  Moto-cross  338.  in  the 
role  of  peacemaker,  will 
donate  l  ands  to  purchase  and 
plant  shrubbery  in  a  buffer 
/one  between  the  Recreation 
Center  building  and  the 
Powder  Mill  road  abutters. 
At  the  selectmen’s  meeting 
last  week,  representatives  of 
the  Moto-eross.  the  Rec 
Center,  the  Planning  Board, 
and  the  abutters  met  to 
inform  the  board  that  an 
equitable  solution  had  been 
reached. 


Abutter  Wayne  Simeone 
said  that  the  proposed 
shrubbery  would  be  a 
satisfactory  solution.  “As 
long  as  thing  stay  the  way  they 
are,  there  shouldn't  be  any 
problem,"  Simeone  said. 

In  other  business,  Henry 
Engelhardt  advisor  to  the 
Southwick/ Granville  Senior 
Citizens  Housing,  Inc.,  told 
selectmen  that  the  plans  for 
the  proposed  elderly 
apartment  complex  are  nearly 
complete. 


In  a  written  statement  on 
the  matter.  Rec  Center 
officials  said.  "The  Southwick 
Rec  Center  has  agreed  to  let 
Motocross  338  use  ten  feel  of 
our  land  for  a  planting  along 
our  westerly  boundary....  This 
planting  was  part  of  our 
original  plan,  but  due  to 
priorities,  it  was  going  to  have 
to  be  postponed." 

Questions  arose  between 
Donald  Desmond  and  Arthur 
Driscoll  of  the  Planning 
Board  as  to  whether  the 
Environmental  Performance 
Standards  would  have  forced 
the  Rec  Center  to  create  a 
buffer  had  the  Moto-cross-not 
stepped  in.  The  question  of 
the  buffer  zone  has  angered 
abutters  since  the  beginning 
of  the  project  when  they 
learned  that  the  Rec  Center, 
because  of  its  non-profit 
status,  was  not  bound  by  the 
town  bylaws  governing 
commercial  buildings. 
Although  not  always  in 
complete  accord,  the 
Planning  Board  has  acted  as 
mediator  between  the  Ree 
center  and  the  abutters  in  an 
effort  to  reach  a  solution. 


The  $9 1 5.000  complex  to  be 
located  on  Sheep  Pasture 
Road  will  contain  40  units,  30 
of  which  will  be  one-bedroom 
apartments.  There  will  also  be 
8  two-bedroom  units,  two 
handicap  units,  and  a  tenants 
community  center  containing 
a  kitchenette,  laundry  and 
storage  area,  and  a  recreation 
room. 

Engelhardt  said  the  plans 
await  linalization  of  the  septic 
and  electrical  systems.  Once 
completed,  the  plans  will  be 
taken  to  the  Planning  Board 
for  a  site  plan  review  and  to 
the  Building  Inspector  lor  a 


Pat  Smith,  representing  the 
Moto-eross.  said  that  his 
organization  had  voted  to 
donate  over  S3. 300  to  the  Rec 
Center  for  the  planting  of  205 
trees  along  an  820  ft.  by  10  ft. 
strip.  I'he  proposed  buffer 
zone  runs  directly  behind  the 
five  abutters  on  Powder  Mill 
road  from  the  Woodland 
School  driveway  to  the 
American  Legion  road. 

“  There  will  he  trees  behind 
all  five  lots."  Smith  said.  “We 
are  trying  to  work  together  to 
get  this  thing  resolved."

Feathered 

Friends 
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by  Mary  Os 


By  now  your  feeder  has  no 
doubt  been  visited  bv  one  or 
two  Tufted  Titmice,  or.  as 
they  are  sometimes  called. 
Tom  Tit.  Year  long  residents, 
these  plump  gray  birds  are  a 
familiar  sight  to  most  New 
Englanders.  They  are  in  the 
family  Paridae ,  the  same 
family  to  which  the  Black- 
Capped  Chickadee  belongs. 

The  titmouse  is  a  crested 
bird  with  gray  wings  and  a 
white  breast.  There  are  rust- 
colored  sections  on  the  side 
below  the  wing  which  can  be 
seen  even  when  the  bird  is  at 
rest.  Like  his  black-capped 
cousin,  the  titmouse  is  an 
accomplished  acrobat  and 
will  often  hang  upside  down 
from  branches.  He  is  a 
sociable  fellow,  but  not  as 
confiding  as  the  chickadees 
nor  as  easily  approached. 

Tufted  Titmice  are  among 
the  best  pest  controllers  as 
they  spend  all  winter  feeding 
on  hibernating  insects  and 
eggs  hidden  in  bark  crevices. 
They  visit  the  feeder  in  search 
of  seed  and  pieces  of  fruit. 
They  will  also  frequent  the 
suet  feeder. 

During  the  cold  winter 
months,  the  titmouse  often 
returns  to  its  nesting  cavity  to 
seek  warmth  and  protection. 
Their  home  may  be  a  deserted 
woodpecker  hole,  natural 
cavity,  or  a  niche  chipped  out 
of  a  rotted  tree  stump.  The 
nest  will  be  anywhere  from 
two  to  eighty-five  feet  off  the 
ground  and  stuffed  with 
leaves,  moss.  bark,  and 
feathers.

In  the  spring,  the  female 
lays  a  rather  large  clutch 
containing  anywhere  from 
five  to  ten  eggs.  The  eggs  are 
samll,  about  .7  X  .6  inches  and 
are  w  hite  to  bull-colored  and 
speckled  with  brown. 

The  titmouse  needs  to 
reproduce  on  a  large  scale  to 
insure  the  survival  of  the 
species.  Despite  their  speed 
and  agility,  the  titmouse 
suffers  from  a  very  high 
mortality  rate.  They  are  often 
attacked  by  hawks,  jays,  owls, 
and  cats.  Because  they  do  not 
migrate,  they  must  suffer 
through  the  long,  cold  winter 
and  find  food  enough  to  feed 
themselves.

They  are  one  of 
the  good  reasons  why  it  is 
important  to  keep  your  feeder 
amply  stocked  on  those  bitter 
cold  winter  mornings.
